BRITISH GUIANA, 


The following notes received from the Board of Trade Corres- 
pondent in British Guiana (the Controller of Customs) may be of 
interest at the present time :— 


“IT have noticed that cotton trousering, which is an appreciable 
Cotton item in the importation of dry goods in this 
Sheugertnes Colony, has been coming for some time now 
almost exclusively from the United States of 

America, while cotton tweed from Germany, although not exten- 
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sively imported here, appears to be without any English rival in 
this market. The prevailing conviction locally regarding these 
goods, is that they cannot be had from the United Kingdom of 
the required make and at suitable quotations. As this explana- 
tion does not coincide with my observations generally, I entertain 
some doubts as to the impossibility of the United Kingdom meet- 
ing the requirements of this market in these lines. 

‘The names under which these trouserings are imported from 
the United States are cottonades, denims of many varieties, and 
blue drill. 

‘Tam to note that it is somewhat cheaper to land goods from 
the United States than it is to land similar goods from the United 
Kingdom, and that the following are the most popular quotations 
from the States, 4d., 44d., 5d., 6d. and 64d.”

The peasant revolt is probably the cause of this 

decrease. ‘The peasants make their annual purchases about Easter, 

but owing to the revolt those merchants who were not robbed were 

unable to sell their stocks, and the demand was therefore dimi- 

nished. Italian cottons are gaining ground, although Manchester 
goods have the preponderance at present. 


There is, says the Vice-Consul, a large demand for tin plates and

" hold vessels. 


Black sheets and terne plates are extensively used for roofing. 
Bios Midede innit The majority of the houses in the Galatz dis- 
Terne Plates trict are roofed in this manner. Black sheets 
‘are also zinced by local manufacturers and 

employed in the manufacture of buckets. 


Tallow and animal fats are imported for soap making, an industry 
which is being developed. There are at present 
four large soap factories and several smaller ones 
in Galatz. The raw material is imported at a 
reduced rate of duty under the Industrial Law.

The use of agricultural machinery is steadily extending, and the 
importation of such articles is increasing at 
Galatz. American manufacturers are putting a 
large number of machines, especially reapers,

There appears to be a considerable consumption of tea in the district. 
The superior tea is mostly Chinese, coming from 

Tea. Russia and Hamburg, but the demand for Ceylon 

tea is increasing. Chinese tea is preferred on 

account of its delicate aroma; exporters of Ceylon teas ‘would 
therefore do well, according to the Vice-Consul, to select delicate

and light teas for the Galatz market. The demand for cheap in- 
ferior tea among the poorer classes is much more extensive. At 
present this want is mostly supplied by inferior Java tea from 
Rotterdam and other teas from Hamburg and the United King- 
dom. The chief point:to be borne in mind, in the Vice-Consul’s 
opinion, is that the peasants who buy this cheap tea always infuse 
their tea three times, so that a tea with plenty of colour is essen- 
tial. Artificial colouring matter is added to the inferior teas sold 
at Galatz to satisfy this taste. 

People in Roumania seem to prefer to buy their tea made up in 
packets. The superior teas are sold in packets of 50, 100, or 150 
grammes, while cheap teas are in packets of 30, 35, fand 50 
grammes, ‘These packets are rendered attractive by Chinese or 
Russian characters and designs, and bright colours are chosen for 
the paper. 

British cloth is used by local tailors and appears to be preferred. 
This cloth is usually bought in the United 
Cloth. Kingdom by Belgian dealers in the first place, 
and the local buyers obtain their supplies from 
these middlemen. 





TURKEY: 


The towns of Cumuljina and Xanthi, continues the “ Journal,” are 
the centre of supply for the large agricultural 
Iron Goods. districts of Sultan Yeti and Ahi Chelebe respec- 
tively. Iron is required there for horseshoes, 
nails, agricultural implements, and building materials. The supply, 
which is obtained mainly through firms at Constantinople or 
Salonica, is believed to amount to 200 tons annually. Soft iron is 
used for nails and horseshoes, ploughs and wheel tyres, and is of 
Swedish origin. The price, c.i.f. Dedeagach, is 185 francs 
(about 7/. 8s.) per ton. Hard iron is in considerable request at 
Xanthi for building purposes, and is of Belgian origin, the price, 
cif. Dedeagach, being 155 francs (about 6/. 4s.) perton. It is 
said that German firms are endeavouring to introduce their pro- 
ducts, but without much success, owing, apparently, to their 
inability to compete in price with the Swedish and Belgian firms. 
The “Journal” adds that the principal merchants at Cumuljina 
and Xanthi state that they would be glad to receive quotations 
from British firms desirous of supplying them with iron.

. during 1907 included grey and white English 
shirtings, cotton Italians of English manufacture, blankets, rugs, 
enamelware (pans, plates, pots, teacups, &c.), and umbrellas. For 
the last-named article an increased demand has been noticeable at 
Sstimao during the past few years, and British umbrellas, cheap 
and durable in quality, are increasing in favour with Chinese 
ladies. During 1906 and 1907, 2,053 English umbrellas were 
imported.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Roumania.— H.M. Consul at Bucharest (Mr. O. Wardrop), writing _ 
on the subject of British trade and industry in Roumania, says : — 

‘‘ British trade and enterprise are by no means neglected in 
Roumania. We have, perhaps, a less stake, comparatively, in the 
country than we had formerly, but this is not necessarily due to 
our inability to meet competition. Our people are informed of 
openings for trade and, though we might do more, we get a fair 
share of the business really worth doing. It is questionable 
whether firms in a small way of business should interfere in this 
market, unless they are prepared to take trouble out of all propor- 
tion to probable profits, to study local conditions, and to investigate 
the standing of those who wish to deal with them. There is one 
old-established firm of British merchants in the capital, with 
branches in the ports, doing a shipping and general commission 
business; a British cotton miil, with 560 looms, employing about 
400 hands, is working in Bucharest; a branch of a British agricul- 
tural machinery factory has existed for some years at Craiovo; and 
a large British stock-breeding and dairy-farming concern, intended 
to export meat when it is in full working order, has recently begun 
its operations. Among the large contracts secured in 1907 was 
tiat for water pipes for the city of Jassy, placed with a Glasgow 
firm. 
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British Trade Abroad. 
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“One of the best directions in which to seek new openings for 
trade may, perhaps, lie in the purchase of produce which now 
reaches the United Kingdom from Roumania through foreign . 
middlemen. German dealers seem to find it profitable to buy here 
such articles as, for instance, eggs, walnuts, lamb-skins, honey, &c., 
and there is reason to believe that they re-sell some of these to 
British firms. The natural resources of Roumania are well worthy 
of investigation by business people. 

“ Industrial privileges.—The existing law for the encouragement 
of industry has been criticised and will probably be modified. 
Meanwhile privileges granted under its provisions continue to be 
announced, including exemption from local and central taxation, 
and freedom from Customs dues on raw material and machinery (see 
p. 222). About 200 cases under the last category, which might have 
an interest for British manufacturers and merchants, were reported 
[and published from time to time during the year in the “ Board 
of Trade Journal ”| to the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade during 1907: they cover a wide range of subjects. .. . 

‘Commercial travellers.—The absence of British commercial 
travellers in this district is to be regretted, especially when one 
sees the good results obtained by other foreign firms who employ 
this means for extending theirtrade . . . . British commer- 
cial travellers, speaking German or French, preferably the former, 
could do satisfactory business in several branches of trade.” 

The British Vice-Consul at Galatz (Mr. L. Shadwell) writes :— 
‘‘ Merchants and commission agents in this town (Galatz) state that 
the terms of payment required by British firms are such that business 
is often rendered impossible. German and Austro-Hungarian firms 
give easier terms, but they send their representatives to this 
country first to enquire into the financial status of the houses with 
whom they hope to do business. During the last two years (1906 and 
1907) several British firms have appealed to this Vice-Consulate 
for assistance in disputes which have arisen between themselves 
and local firms respecting the refusal of goods on arrival or the 
difficulty experienced in settling outstanding accounts. If British 
firms would apply in the first place to this Vice-Consulate for the 
names of respectable and reliable firms such unfortunate experiences 
might be avoided altogether.” 


Darfur (Tripoli). H.M. Consul at Benghazi(Mr. R. A. Fontana) 
reports that, according to information brought there from Darfur by 
Benghazi traders, the internal -state of Darfur leaves nothing to 
be desired so far as public security is concerned, and everything 
possible is done to protect and facilitate commerce, and to’ 
encourage merchants from abroad to visit and to trade in the 
Darfur district.

IMPORT TRADE OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
IN 1907. 


With reference to the article on p. 399 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 20th February last, giving statistics of the export 
trade of the Straits Settlements in 1907, the following particulars 
of the import trade during that year are taken from a report by 
Mr. A. Stuart, Registrar of Imports and Exports at Singapore :— 

The value of the imports of merchandise into the Straits Settle- 
ments in 1907 was nearly 323 million dollars, or 37,663,000/., an 
increase of over 14 per cent. as compared with 1906. 

Exports were valued at over 282 million dollars or 32,921,0001., 
an advance of ‘3 per cent. only over the previous year’s figures. 

The imports from the United Kingdom were valued at over 
doth million dollars, an advance of 426,000 dollars, or 1:2 per 
cent.; imports from the Continent of Europe at close on 18 million 
dollars, an increase of nearly 1,%;th million dollars, or 11°8 per

32th million dollars, an increase of 894,000 dollars, or over 35 per 
cent.

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CONSTRUCTION OF AN IRRIGATION CANAL IN 
KONIA, TURKEY. 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Konia (Major Doughty Wylie) 
referring to the scheme to utilise the surplus water of the 
Beyshehr lake, which is 122 metres higher than Konia and 120 
kilometres away, for irrigating the plain to the south of that city, 
reports to the following effect :— 

It is stated that this will bring into cultivation an area of 
150,000 hectares, giving a yield estimated at 10,000 to 20,000 
trucks (of 15 metric tons) perannum. The bulk of this will no 
doubt be wheat, which is not at present exported to England, but 
probably 20 per cent. will be barley. The canal will take five 
years to constiuct, and hence no great change in the fertility of 
the soil can be looked for under seven or eight years. It should 
‘be remembered that this canal water will leave no rich deposits 
behind it, and that attention must be paid to fertilisers to ensure 

ood harvests. The principal canal is to be 200 kilometres long, 
of which 102 kilometres are to be newly excavated, and the length 
of the subsidiary canals is estimated at 2,000 kilometres. 

About 5,000 agricultural immigrants are to be settled on the 
lands, and there are some existing villages. It was stipulated that 
at least half the lands were to be sold before the work began, and 
from local accounts there is none now left for sale. Foreigners are 
only allowed to take 5 hectares each. 

Along the canal bank there is to be a telegraph line, as well as a 
road suitable for motor traffic. Assuming that the Anatolian Rail- 
way Company have already arranged for the supply of tools, 
explosives, materials for bridges and barrages, shops for workmen 
and a large supply of picks and shovels, &c., there still remains the 
fact that the presence of a large number of workmen for a period 
of five years will powerfully stimulate every branch of local trade. 
They will be well paid, and will require clothing, food and neces- 
saries of all kinds. Further, when the work is completed, there 
will be a permanent increase in the population of the district of 
about 25,000. These people must be clothed and fed, and 5,000 
farmis will require ploughs, carts, spades, &c. A large number of 
reapers will ply for hire, and possibly thrashing machines also. 
‘These will be moved along the new road on the canal bank. One 
of the obstacles in the way of their introduction hitherto has been 
the difficulty of their transportation away from the railway.

proposed to make important changes in the 

Excise duties leviable, under the Inland Revenue Act, on tobacco 
manufactured in the Dominion. 

These changes, he stated, will not take effect immediately, but 
will come into operation by a Proclamation to be issued by the 
Governor-in-Council. 

The proposed rates are given below, together with the Excise 
rates on tobacco at present leviable under the Inland Revenue 
Act, in the Dominion, for the purpose of comparison: —

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Ambassador at St. Petersburg reports that, according to the 
“Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. 


Question of the petersburg) of April 9th, a meeting of the 


Pir Droeby f Council of Affairs of the Mercantile Marine, 
Sea-goin Ms under the presidency of the Russian Minister 


of Commerce, has been held to consider the 
question of the renewal of the privilege of 
duty-free admission at present enjoyed by iron sea-going vessels, 
&c., imported into Russia.* 

The Council are stated to be in favour of an extension of the 
existing privilege of duty-free admission for a further period of 
five years (i.e. until July Ist/14th, 1913) in the case of sea- 
going vessels imported in a complete state, and anchors, chains 
and wire hawsers imported for the outfit or rigging of sea-going 
sailing ships. In the case of steam pleasure yachts, and dredging 
and similar machines for deepening harbours and rivers, the 
Council consider that the privilege of duty-free admission should 
be withdrawn after July 1st/14th next. 

In forwarding this information the Ambassador remarks that 
the official character of the Council renders it not unlikely that 
their recommendations will ultimately receive definite sanction.

In the 
case of brandy distilled elsewhere from grape spirit wholly, a 
statutory declaration from the distiller as to the materials from 
which made would be accepted. In the absence of such official 
certificate or statutory declaration, all references to “ brandy ” 
appearing on the goods must be removed before they can be 
delivered. 

It is further stated that the above requirements have been in 
operation since lst January, 1908, and that no exceptions are 
made.

The French “Journal Officiel” for April 2nd contains a 
Presidential Decree promulgating the Conven- 
tion between France and the United Kingdom, 
respecting the commercial relations between 
France and the Island of Barbados, which was ratified at London 
on 18th March last. 

The effect of this Convention is to admit certain “colonial 
produce’”* of Barbados into France, Algeria, and the French 
Colonies and Possessions (including Protectorates) at the lowest 
rate of import duty applicable to similar products of other foreign 
origin ; while the natural and manufactured products of France 
and French Possessions are reciprocally entitled on importation 
into Barbados to the lowest rates of duty applicable to similar 
products of other foreign origin. 

lt is provided that the certificate of origin necessary to secure 
these reduced duties shall be viséd by French and British Consuls 
respectively, free of charge. 

The Convention came into force immediately after the exchange 
of ratifications, and is to remain in operation until one year after 
denunciation by either contracting party.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


With reference to the notice at pp. 368-9 of the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” for the 22nd August last, giving the 
text of a circular of the United States Trea- 
sury Department relative to the disinfection of 
hides imported into the United States, the Board of Trade have 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—continued. 


now received, through the Foreign Office, a copy of a circular 
issued by the Tr easury Department on 28th January last, revoking 
the previous circular and prescribing new regulations on this 
subject, as follows :-— 

“Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of Agriculture, 
“ Department Circular No. 48 of 18th July, 1907 (T. D. 28336), 
“ relative to the disinfection of imported hides, is hereby revoked. 

‘“ In accordance with the provisions of T. D. 23212 of 30th July, 
“1901, certificates of disinfection will be required upon the entry 
“ of all hides of neat cattle when not dry salted or arsenic cured | 
“ from the countries of Europe, Africa, Asia, Australia, and South 
“ America. 

‘‘ Dry hides which have been salted or arsenic cured will be con- 
‘“ sidered as having been disinfected by the process of curing, and 
“need not be submitted to any further treatment. Dry hides 
‘which have not been salted or arsenic cured should be disin- 
“ fected. Disinfection with sulphur dioxide may be accepted in 
‘‘ case a room is provided which can be tightly closed, and also in 
‘case the bundles of hides are undone and each hide suspended 
“ separately from the ceiling in such manner that there may be 
“ free circulation of the sulphur fumes and that all parts of the sur- 
‘‘ face may be acted upon. There should be at least 4 pounds of 
‘sulphur burned to each 1,000 cubic feet of air space, and the 
‘“room should be kept closed and the hides subjected to the 
‘“‘ sulphur dioxide for six hours; or the dry hides may be immersed 
‘‘in a 4 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, or a 1 to 1,000 solution 
‘‘ of bichloride of mercury until they are thoroughly wet with the 
‘‘ disinfectant. Fresh or moist hides, whether salted or not, should . 
‘“‘ be disinfected by immersion in a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic 
“acid or a 1 to 1,000 solution of bichloride of mercury. 

“Tt is further directed that hides of neat cattle, other than dry 
“salted or arsenic cured, the product of the countries above named, 
“will require disinfection as above whenever they shall be shipped 
‘aid the ports of any other country; and that hides, other than 
‘dry salted or arsenic cured, the product of any country not 
‘‘ named above, if transhipped and actually landed at ports in any 
“ of the countries named, will require disinfection. 

‘Tt should be understood that the regulations herein provided 
“do not in any way modify or affect any regulations concerning 
“disinfection issued under the quarantine laws of the United 
“ States. 

‘“‘ Officers of the customs are directed to treat hides of neat cattle 
“ shipped to the United States without proper disinfection as pro- 
‘‘ hibited importations and to refuse entry of such hides, including 
‘ calfskins, hide cuttings or parings, and glue stock, the product 
“of neat cattle, shipped from any of the countries named, except

‘“ hides, parings, cuttings, and such glue stock, which have been 
“dry salted or arsenic cured or lime dried after soaking for fort 
‘ days in a strong solution of lime (T. D. 15648 and T. D. 15753)

‘Great Britain (T. D. 20582)* and hides taken from American 
‘ cattle killed in lairages in Great Britain, in all cases where the 
‘‘ invoices are not accompanied by the proper certificates of disin-

Liquorice Root root industry and trade of the Caucasus passed 
Industry of the through a fairly prosperous period in 1907, and 
einndiin the root collected during the 1906-7 season 
was shipped from Batoum to America under 
favourable conditions. The liquorice industry is gradually extend- 
ing outside the limits of the area within which it has been 
collected for so many years in the Trans-Cancasus, and root of 
good quality is now also being found in the Kouban district, 
Northern Caucasus. Very extensive liquorice root plains likewise 
exist in the Trans-Caspian district along the banks of the River 
Amu-Darya. ‘The locality will, it is said, probably come to the front 
in the near future, seeing that its importance as a field for furnishing 
supplies of root to the pressing factories on the spot is beyond 
dispute. The quality of the root found in this locality is good, 
and the fields are inexhaustible. An important question, however, 
is that of transport: should the railway and steamer rates for the 
conveyance of the root through Trans-Caspia, across the Caspian 
Sea, and again by rail through the Caucasus to the seaboard not 
be excessive, it is possible, says the Consul, that the root can be 
carried over the great distance at a rate which will allow of a 

margin for profit when it is delivered at Batoum.

H.M. Consul at Patras (Mr. F. B. Wood) reports that the pro-

industrial purposes. Besides, as one year of plenty in olive oil is 
invariably succeeded by a lean one, local speculators lay in stock 
when the liquid is plentiful and comparatively cheap, and are able 
te realise a handsome profit during the succeeding season. 





HONDURAS. 

H.M. Consul at Puerto Cortés (Mr. W. J. Bain) reports, with 

regard to the rabber exported from that port, 
Export of Rubber. that at least nine-tenths is of wild growth 

and of a very superior grade. Scarcely any 
rubber has been cultivated, although there are plenty of lands 
available and suitable. In consequence of the high price ruling, a 
large number of trees have been ruined by continual tapping, and 
unless these are replaced, the exports must decrease. The quantity 
of rubber exported from Puerto Cortés from Ist July, 1906, to 30th 
June, 1907, was 44,280 lbs. as compared with 46,346 lbs. during 
the previous 12 months. The price has recently declined, and 
the Consul adds that it is almost certain the exports for the 
current year will show a further decrease. The price in New York 
for the Honduras grades rose to 95 cents (gold) per lb., but during 
February last declined to 50 cents, and at the end of March was 
60 cents, or about 2s. 7d. per lb. 





CHILE: 

H.M. Legation at Santiago reports that the Chilean Government 
, have granted a subsidy for flax-growing in 
oe a. Flax South Chile, the principal conditions hie 
ss prone the following:—For a period of six years a 
premium of 24s. will be paid on every hundred kilos. of broken 
flax (lino espadillado) exported, and during the following six 
years only 12s. will be paid; the broken flax must not contain 
more than 10 per cent. of woody matter; the total amount of 
premium paid will not exceed 7,500/. per annum for the first four 
years, 11,250/. per annum for the next four years, and 15,000I. for 
the remaining four years. The concessionaire is believed to have 
business connections in Belfast, and to contemplate the formation 

of an Jrish-German syndicate to develop his concession.

GERMANY. 


H.M. Ambassador at Berlin has forwarded a translation of a new 
Law that has been published in the ‘ Reichs- 
gesetzblatt,” amending the Law of 6th April, 
1892, which regulates the telegraphic system of 
Germany. The amendments, which have the 
object of including wireless telegraphy in the scope of the Law, 
provide that electric telegraphic stations which transmit messages 
without the aid of metallic connection between stations may only 
be erected and made use of with the consent of the Empire; that 
telegraphic installations may only be erected and worked with the 
consent of the Empire on German vessels for high seas or inland 
waters navigation, unless such installations are exclusively for 
inter-communication on board the vessel; that the Chancellor of 
the Empire shall frame regulations to govern the use of telegraphic 
installations on foreign vessels for high seas or inland waters navi- 
gation when they are within German territorial waters.

Foreign 
companies may establish a branch or agency, and they are em- 
powered to do this by the Tribunal of the place where they wish to 
work ; in certain cases they must deposit a guarantee. Through 
carelessness, or an improper interpretation of the commercial code, 
many foreign companies work through agents who do not submit 
their powers of attorney to the commercial court, and are thus 
exposed to certain risks. It is, therefore, recommended that legal 
advice be taken by foreign companies desirous of establishing 
branches and agencies in Roumania.

‘The chambers that it is proposed to organise under the terms 
of the Bill, to be called ‘‘Camaras Nacionales de Comercio,” 
will aim at encouraging commercial enterprise by such methods as. 
follow :—To represent commercial interests before the general 
Government and the !ocal authorities, and to propose measures which 
may be considered advisable for the benefit of commerce, as well 
as to report and give an opinion whenever the Government may

consult them ; to promote and direct commercial exhibitions ; to 
establish commercial museums; to act as arbitration courts to 
decide on litigations among merchants which may be submitted to 
them ; to execute liquidations in an unofficial way; to promote 
commercial, industrial and maritime education, providing lectures, 
publishing studies, etc.; to issue periodicals containing local and 
foreign information which may be of interest to merchants, and 
especially all the regulations, orders, etc., issued by the federal and 
local Governments ; to draw up, at the beginning of each year, a list 
of experts, who will be selected by judges, to report on commercial 
affairs; to organise information bureaux in order to give the 
merchants all the information obtainable on commercial affairs.

rime. 0 that this and similar documents should not be 


taken too literally as indicating the actual state 
of affairs in that country. ‘‘ In the present case,” he continues, “ it 
is true that the rates given in the decree might come into force in 
the case of payments made directly by and to the Colombian 
Government, but it is certainly quite a dead letter so far as 
commercial transactions are concerned. ‘This is due to the facts, 
firstly, that the currency in Colombia is entirely in depreciated 
paper, except in a few districts where silver coin circulates, and 
secondly, that the commercial (1.e. actual) rate of exchange is not 
the same thing as the official rate. An example will serve 
to make these points clear. Goods exported from England 
to Colombia are charged 100 dols. gold customs duties. According 
to the present decree, the exporter might pay the ‘ par’ rate of 
1l.=5 dols. gold, and pay 20/. But since the official rate of 
exchange is 10 dols. paper to 1 dol. gold, and the commercial rate 
for English gold is at the present moment [ 18th March] about 11,500 
per cent. (575 dols. paper to 1. sterling), it is clear that the course 
adopted would be to pay the 100 dols. gold with 10,000 dols. paper, 
which could be bought for 17/. 7s. 8d.,a saving being thus effected 
of 21. 12s. 4d. Similar considerations would apply to any form of 
commercial transaction.”

Mercantile Marine Return. 14. Price 9d. 

This is a return issued by the Board of Trade showing the legal 
obligations of the owners of merchant vessels trading under the 
flags of Germany, France, Norway, Sweden, Italy, Russia, 
Denmark, Austria-Hungary, Netherlands, Greece and Belgium 
towards their captains, officers, and seamen with regard to the 
following :— Old age pensions, pensions to widows and orphans, 
accident compensation, Sunday labour, daily hours of labour 
at sea and in port, payment for work performed in excess of 
fixed hours of labour, medical treatment, accommodation, and 
passages of distressed seamen. ‘he return also includes the 
regulations of these different countries for the preservation of 
discipline on board their merchant ships. 


Passengers to and from places out of Europe, March. [Cd. 
3,972-I1.] Price 3d. 

This return shows the numbers and nationalities of the pas- 
sengers that left, or arrived in, the United Kingdom for or from 
places out of Europe; and the net balance of such passengers 
outward or inward, during the month and three months ended 
the 3lst March, 1908, compared with the corresponding periods in 
1907. 

During the three months ended the 3lst March, 1908, the total 
number (provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom 
for places out of Europe was 70,189, as compared with 113,121 
during the corresponding period of 1907, and the total number 
(provisional) that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out 
of Europe during the first three months of 1908, was 73,082, as 
compared with 31,725 during the corresponding period of 1907. 
The balance of the total movement shows that the number of pas- 
sengers that arrived in the United Kingdom from places out of 
Europe exceeded the number of passengers that left the United 
Kingdom for places out of Europe by 2,893 during the first three 
months of 1908. During the corresponding period of 1907 the 
number of passengers that left the United Kingdom for places out 
of Europe exceeded the number of passengers that arrived in the 
United Kingdom fiom places out of Europe by 81,396.

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The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and classified in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 
British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. On application being made to it either 
personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, so far as is 
possible, information with regard to the following subjects, viz. : 
Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial 
Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of firms abroad engaged 
in particular lines of business in different localities; Foreign and 
Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, Prices, 
&c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &., &c. There 
is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in addition 
to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, 
the Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. The Govern- 
ments of India, Canada, Queensland, Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony have established, in proximity to the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for dealing 
with trade matters (see below).

India.—An India Trade Enquiry Office has been established 
at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., for the purpose of supplying 
information as to the commercial products, manufactures and 
trades of British India. An India Office official is in daily 
attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. The current 
publications of the Government of India dealing with Indian trade 
statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic products, &c., are kept 
in the office, and can be consulted free: the various Indian 
Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—T'he Canadian Government have opened an office at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C., under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian 
Government City Trade Branch.” A Canadian representative 
attends daily to deal with enquiries and applications regarding

Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Victoria—The Government of Victoria (Australia) have an 
extensive and varied collection of products of the State on view 
at the Show Room of their London Offices (142, Queen Victoria 
Street, E.C.). Lists of the Exporters of the State, with their 
Agents in the United Kingdom, and full particulars relating to the 
trade, prospects, &c., of the State, can be obtained upon applica- 
tion to the Agent-General for Victoria, at the above address. 

New South Wales.— With a view to facilitating the acquiring of 
information regarding the State’s products, the New South Wales 
Government have a commercial branch attached to the Agent- 
General's Department at 123-125, Cannon Street, E.C. A great 
variety of specimens is on view—typical of the mineral, agricul- 
tural and other products of the country. Full information concern- 
ing the Colony is given gratis to all applicants. 

Queensland.— The Agent-General for Queensland has opened a 
branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where a 
representative attends daily to give information to enquirers 
regarding trade, mining, and all other matters relating to Queens- 
land. Specimens of products representative of the pastoral, agricul- 
tural, and mining industries of Queensland are on view. 

South Australia— 'l'he Government of South Australia have 
established a Produce Department at the offices of the Agent 
General, Threadneedle House, 28, Bishopsgate Street Within, 
London, E.C., where specimens of every description of South 
Australian produce are now displayed. This Department will 
supply, free of cost, full information regarding the exports from 
South Australia of all sorts of produce. 

Cape of Good Hope.—T'he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have offices at 98, Victoria Street, S.W., for the purpose of a Com- 
mercial Agency, under the superintendence of the Trades Com- 
missioner, who supplies free information on trade subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, such as agricultural products, industries, 
trade, tariff regulations, commercial statistics, railway rates, &c., &c. 

Natal.—The Government of Natal have established a Commercial 
Agency for that Colony at 26, Victoria Street, S.W., under 
the direction of the Agent-General. The Commercial Agent will 
supply, gratis, information on trade and industrial subjects con- 
nected with the Colony, commercial statistics, tariffs, railway rates, 
shipping freights, &c. Specimens of certain descriptions of Natal 
produce are on view. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, under the 
general direction of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade. The Superintendent in charge of the Office 
supplies free information regarding the products and resources of 
the two colonies.
